the ample libraiy of the University of Oe- 
ticva, view the various delineations of him- 
self by aitist, poet, and even serious histo- 
rian, it would be delightful lo witness his 
comical astonishment. 
Pel lisps It is not to 


be laid to the fault of Lord Byron, who, af- 
ter visiting the old castle aud its dungeon, 
beguiled the hours of a rainy day at the inn 
at Ouchy with writing a poem concernimr 
which he frankly confesses that he had not 
the slightest knowledge of its hero. Hob- 
house, his companion, ought to have been 
Informed, but was not. 
If anybody is to 


blame it is the recent wtiters, who do know 
the facts, but are unwilling to hurt so line 
an hero*c figure or to dethrone "one of the 
demigods of the liberal mythology." Enough 
to say that the 'muse of history Irts been 
guilty of one of those practical jokes to' 
which she is too much addicted, iu diessing 
in tragic buckskins and mullling in the 
cloak of a hero of melodrama, and so paliu- 
insofi'foi earnest on two •Jener,itions of man- 
kind the ilrollebt wag of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. The stoiy of the imprisonment is 
soon told ; for, strangely enough, this most 
garrulously egotistical of writers never al- 
ludes to it but twice, and then bi lefly.
